Histoiy is noted as the “soul of 
the entire property” as the runways 
will be retained and integrated into 
the design. More than 50 per cent 
of the land is proposed for park 
space, with opportunities to grow

Alberta drivers talking on 
cellphones or texting 
behind the wheel face fines 
starting Sept. 1. 

Transportation Minister 
Luke Ouellette says the 
province’s distracted driv¬ 
ing legislation will also ban 
behaviour such as 
watching DVDs, putting on 
makeup or combing hair. 

“The time is ripe for 
Alberta,” Ouellette said 
yesterday at a news confer¬ 
ence. He billed the 
legislation the most 
comprehensive of its kind 
in the country. 

“We’ve brought most of 
our stats down on 
collisions, and now we’re 
taking that a step further 
to keep bringing them 
down.” 

Alberta is the last 
province to bring in 
distracted driving 
legislation. 

Ouellette said the 
province won’t be dracon¬ 
ian or nitpicky, but added 
that an 3 Ahing that takes 
a driver’s hands off the 
wheel is subject to a $172 
fine. 

“If you’re having a bite 
of a chocolate bar we don’t 
want a policeman stopping 
you and giving you a tick¬ 
et,” he said. 

“But if you've got a 
Quarter Pounder or a 
double Quarter Pounder 
in firont of your face and 
you’re driving with your 
knees, you deserve to get 
a ticket.”

Iris Evans, said child¬ 
care was a case of buyer be¬ 
ware,” said Notley. “I was 
quite appalled and I don’t 
think the government’s ap¬ 
proach has changed.” 

The NDP MLA said not 
holding all caregivers to 
the same standard is unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“If someone is taking 
care of kids for profit, li¬ 
censing needs to be in 


place,” said Notley. 

Gillian Richards, execu¬ 
tive director of non-profit 
daycare Canada Place 
Child Care Society, urges 
parents to question poten¬ 
tial caregivers. 

“Make sure it’s regulat¬ 
ed and you know who you 
are leaving your children 
with,” said Richards, 
adding accredited daycares 
require police checks and 
safety training. 

She said some parents’ 
options are limited by 
money or availability, as 
the best spaces fill up fast.

^ Day homes can run in 
Alberta without regula¬ 
tion, essentially as babysit¬ 
ting services, and are only 
monitored by the province 
to ensure fewer than six 
children receive care there. 

► For a day home to keep 
its standing with Alberta 
Children and Youth 
Services, which the Nash 
facility lost in 2002 , it must 
comply with standards of 
an overseeing agency.

‘You’re my 
woman now’ 

O Found on a Moncton, N.B., street, 
woman tells court of her abduction 


A New Brunswick woman 
who disappeared for 26 
days last year after leaving 
a shopping mall says the 
man accused of abducting 
her did so at knifepoint, 
threatened to kill her and 
later told her, “You’re my 
woman now.” 

The 55-year-old woman 
testified yesterday at the 
trial of Romeo Cormier 
that she left the Moncton 
mall where she worked 
shortly after 8 p.m. on Feb. 
26, 2010, when she 

bumped into the man and 
apologized. 

She said the man — 
whom she identified in 
court as Cormier — 
grabbed her and she saw a 
knife coming at her face, 
so she put her hand up and 
was cut across three 


knuckles. 

“I thought I was being 
robbed,” testified the 
woman, who can’t be iden¬ 
tified due to a publication 
ban. 

She told the jury that 
they got to a rooming 
house and she was led to a 
basement room. 

The woman told the 
court she was sexually as¬ 
saulted almost eveiy day 
she was held in the base¬ 
ment. She escaped when 
he left the house to go to a 
food bank. 

Cormier, who is 63, has 
pleaded not guilty to kid¬ 
napping, forcible confine¬ 
ment, sexual assault, 
assault with a weapon, 
theft and uttering death 
threats.

Obama lays out 
cyber-war rules 

O Cyber-security experts and defence officials agree 
cyber war will be a part of any future conflict 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma has signed executive or¬ 
ders that lay out how far 
U.S. militaiy commanders 
around the globe can go in 
using cyber attacks and oth¬ 
er computer-based opera¬ 
tions against enemies as 
part of routine espionage in 
other countries. 

The orders detail when 
the militaiy must seek pres¬ 
idential approval for a spe¬ 
cific cyber assault on an 
enemy and weave cyber ca¬ 
pabilities into U.S. war 
fighting strategy, defence 
officials and cyber-security 
experts told The Associated 
Press. 

Signed more than a 
month ago, the orders cap a 
two-year Pentagon effort to

draft U.S. rules of the road 
for cyber warfare, and 
come as the U.S. begins to 
work with allies on global 
ground rules. 

The guidelines are much 
like those that govern the 
use of other weapons of 


war, from nuclear bombs to 
missiles to secret surveil¬ 
lance, the officials said. 

In a broad new strategy 
document, the Pentagon 
lays out some of the cyber 
capabilities the militaiy 
may use during peacetime 
and conflict. They range 
from planting a computer 
virus to using cyber attacks 
to bring down an enemy’s 
electrical grid or defence 
network. 

“You don’t have to bomb 
them an 3 miore. That’s the 
new world,” said James 
Lewis, cyber-security expert 
at the Center for Strategic 
and International Studies. 

The entire strategy has 
not been released.

Beginning to wind down a 
long and devastating war, 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma announced last night 
he was pulling home 
33,000 troops from 
Afghanistan by next sum¬ 
mer, withdrawing the 
“surge” of forces he had 
sent. Said Obama to a 
countiy eager for an exit: 
“The tide of war is 
receding.” 

Ten thousand troops 
will leave by the end of 
this year — fulfilling Oba¬ 
ma’s promise. Almost 
70,000 will remain, leaving 
at a steady pace until the 
expected end of the transi¬ 
tion in 2014, though a siz¬ 
able number may remain 
in a different role.

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KLM to run planes 
on old cooking oil 

O £U has told airlines to cut carbon emissions by 
three per cent on continental flights in 2012 


Dutch airline KLM plans 
to use recycled cooking 
oil as biofuel to power 
flights to and from France 
in a move aimed at cut¬ 
ting carbon emissions. 

Starting in September, 
KLM will begin more than 
200 biofuelled flights be¬ 
tween Paris and Amster¬ 
dam, the company said 
yesterday. 

Camiel Eurlings, KLM 
managing director, said 
the airline does not have 
to make changes to its air¬ 
craft engines to use the 


new biofuel. As well as re¬ 
ducing carbon emissions, 
the biofuel flights are in¬ 
tended to produce a “min¬ 
imum negative impact on 
biodiversity and food sup- 

ply” 

Eurlings said he ex¬ 
pects authorization to be 
granted soon for KLM’s 
flights using the new fuel. 

The European Union 
told airlines this year that 
they would have to cut 
carbon emissions on 
flights to the continent 
by three per cent in 2012. 


The limit is designed to 
encourage airlines to re¬ 
duce greenhouse gases 
that contribute to global 
warming by switching to 
cleaner fuels or economiz¬ 
ing on fuel consumption 
with lighter aircraft or 
more efficient flight pat¬ 
terns. 

Air travel is responsible 
for about three per cent 
of greenhouse gases, but 
the airlines’ share of glob¬ 
al emissions is rising rap- 
idly.

$110,000 US yesterday at 
an auction in London.

Valentine’s Day 
Massacre, when seven 
people were slain during 
clashes in Chicago 
between Capone’s gang 
and a rival mob. 

Auctioneer Christie’s 
says the gun went for 
$109,080 US to an 
anon 3 mious online bid¬ 
der. 

It was sold by an 
anon 3 mious private col¬ 
lector along with a letter 
from Madeleine Capone 
Morichetti, the widow of 
A1 Capone’s brother 
Ralph, confirming the 
gun “previously 
belonged to and was on¬ 
ly used by A1 Capone 
while he was alive.” 

The sale price was at 
the upper end of the 
pre-sale estimate of be¬ 
tween $80,000 and 
$113,000. It includes a 
buyer’s premium.

Bad Teacher is a great exam¬ 
ple of raunchy comedy done 
well. What do you think 
made it work? 

I think one of the things 
that makes the movie 
work is that Cameron is so 




intrinsically likeable and is 
known for having such a 
bright personality that 
there’s a lot of fun to be 
had in seeing her kind of 
off the rails with that char¬ 
acter. 

Was there a lot of improvisa¬ 
tion for your scenes with her? 

There was quite a bit of ad- 
libbing. You know, Jake 
comes from the same 
school of comedy that we 
were kind of mentored by 
with Judd Apatow. 

I think part of our 
process in general is that a 
lot of the hard work is 
done in casting, and once 
you’ve done that and 
you’ve hired people that 
you’re confident know 
their parts even better 
than you do as the writer 
or director, and so you 
trust in them to do their 
thing, and it usually pays 
off. 

Between TV, film and promo¬ 
tional duties, how hectic is 
your schedule these days? 

I was in Michigan a couple 
of hours ago filming, and 
then flew into New York. 
I’m here for about three 
hours, and then back 
home.

Right now I’m filming a 
movie called The Five-Year 
Engagement that I wrote 
with my writing partner, 
Nick Stoller, which is an¬ 
other romantic comedy 
under the Judd umbrella.

With the first official trailer 
for The Muppets out now, 
you must be pretty stoked. 

I couldn’t be more excited. 
That’s been a real labour of 
love. Nick Stoller and I 
started writing it almost 
five years ago now — four 
years ago.

I’ve seen cuts of it, and I 
think we’re just inches 
away from some real mag¬ 
ic. So we’re very, very ex¬ 
cited for our Thanksgiving 
release.

But 1 don’t 
feel more responsibility. 1 
feel as though it’s my 
thing. When he played 


guitar, 1 wasn’t the only 
guitarist, so 1 couldn’t say, 
“Fm the guitarist.” 

But now I’m the gui¬ 
tarist, Paul [Donoghue] is 


the bass player, Jonna 
[Lofgren] is the drummer 
and he’s the singer, so 
they’re quite defined 
roles.

Husband and wife design 
team Linda Waiy and John 
Meyers are experts in all 
things vintage. 

Their book. Tossed & 
Found: Unconventional De¬ 
sign from Cast-Offs, is all 
about repurposing found 
objects. They give us a few 
tips. 

Walk away from upholstery 

Bed bugs hide and lay eggs 
in almost any material, es¬ 
pecially soft textiles. 

Never bring bed frames, 
mattresses, box springs or 
upholstered furniture into 
your home, warns the duo. 

Also: “Fabric on an up¬ 
holstered chair can age and 
develop mould,” says Waiy. 
“And a rusty spring or sta¬ 
ple inside a chair can break 
or pop out — and you don’t 
want to sit on that.” 

(A deep puncture 
wound, such as from a 
spring or staple, is most sus¬ 
ceptible to tetanus infec¬ 
tion — see your doctor if 
you get pricked!) 

It’s a treasure hunt 

When it comes to sal¬ 
vaging, “sometimes you can 
find one-of-a-kind items 


that you’re never going to 
find an 3 Avhere else, like a 
five-panel wood door or (an 
art deco) piece of brass,” 
Meyers affirms. 

Sniff test 

Before it’s dealt with at 
home, smell it! “Cigarette 
and (urine) odours never 
come out,” Meyers warns. 

A musty smell on an end 
table might clear out if it’s 
left out in the sunlight for a 
day or two. 

“But it depends on the 
severity of the smell,” Waiy 
adds. “I once left an old 
jacket out for an entire 
summer!” 

Is it cost-effective to pick it 
up? 

“Can you realistically clean 
it up if it’s a little dirty? Or 
if it’s a lamp, are you going 
to be able to rewire it if it 
doesn’t work?” Meyers says. 
“If it seems impossible to 
fix, re-donate to the curb.” 

Safe bets 

Glass vases or plastic stor¬ 
age boxes are usually reli¬ 
ably clean finds. “If it looks 
like it’s in good shape, with 
no strange smells, don’t 
wony about cleaning it be¬ 
fore bringing it home,” 
Waiy says. 

Soap and water 

If you spot a dusty dresser 
or lamp, gently wipe off 
grime with a soapy sponge. 
“A harsh chemical could 
damage old finishes, so best 
to start with a mild 
cleanser,” she says.
